WHEREAS, the Senate of the Philippines, by virtue of its Resolution No. 44 adopted on March 19, 1948, has given 
its concurrence to the acceptance for the Government of the Republic of the Philippines of membership in the 
International Labour Organisation pursuant to the provisions of paragraph 3, Article I of the Constitution of said 
Organisation, and of the obligations of the Constitution of the International Labour Organisation Instrument of 
Amendment, 1946; 

NOW, THEREFORE, be it known that I, Elpidio Quirino, President of the Philippines, do hereby proclaim and 
make public, in pursuance of the aforesaid concurrence of the Senate of the Philippines, the acceptance of 
membership for the Government of the Republic of the Philippines in the International Labour Organisation in 
accordance with paragraph 3, Article I of the Constitution of the said organisation and of the obligations of the 
Constitution of the International Labour Organisation Instrument of Amendment, 1946, a certified copy of which is 
hereto annexed, to the end that the same and every article and clause thereof may be observed and fulfilled with 
good faith by the Republic of the Philippines and the citizens thereof.

RESERVING FOR MILITARY PURPOSES CORREGIDOR AND THE ADIACENT ISLANDS WHICH HAVE 
HERETOFORE BEEN CONSIDERED AS PART THEREOF AND DECLARING THE SAME AS NATIONAL 

DEFENSE ZONE. 


WHEREAS, by virtue of the exchange of notes between the Governments of the United States and of the 
Philippines, dated October 12, 1947, all rights and title to, as well as possession of, the former United States Military 
Reservation known as Corregidor (Fort Mills), including the adjacent islands and detached rocks/ surrounding the 
same, have been transferred to the Republic of the Philippines; and 

WHEREAS, in view of the importance of their strategic location for defense purposes, it is necessary to make 
Corregidor and said islands and rocks a national defense zone and as depository for war reserves of ammunition, 
except small arms; 

NOW, THEREFORE, pursuant to the authority vested in me by Commonwealth Act No. 321, approved on June 9, 
1938, I, Elpidio Quirino, President of the Philippines, do hereby reserve the Islands of Corregidor, Caballo (Fort 
Hughes), La Monja, El Fraile (Fort Drum), Santa Amalia, Carabao (Fort Frank), and Iimbones, as well as all waters 
and detached rocks surrounding them, for military purposes and declare the same as national defense zone. 

I hereby place said reservation under the direct supervision and control of the Armed Forces of the Philippines, 
subject to the following conditions: 

1. That all civilians now residing within the reservation shall be moved out gradually therefrom within two years 
from the date of this Proclamation; 

2. That no civilian shall be permitted to visit or stay within the reservation without a pass from Headquarters 
National Defense Forces; 

3. That certain areas within the reservation shall be declared “off limits” to civilians; 

4. That the waters around Corregidor and the adjacent islands above named, except the channel for civilian shipping, 
shall be declared “off limits” to vessels other than those of the Philippine Naval Patrol; 

5. That the harbors of these islands shall be placed under the operational control of the Philippine Naval Patrol; 

6. That the air over the entrance to Manila Bay shall be declared “off limits” to any aircraft other than those of the 
Philippine Air Force; 

7. That air photography of the reservation shall be prohibited except by the Philippine Air Force; and 

8. That all military installations and fortifications which may be constructed within the reservation shall not be of a 
permanent character. 

The Secretary of National Defense shall, upon the recommendation of the Chief of Staff, Armed Forces of the 
Philippines, issue such mles and regulations as may be necessary to carry into effect the provisions of this 
Proclamation, subject to the approval of the President of the Philippines, violation of which shall be punished in 
accordance with the provisions of section 2 of Commonwealth Act No. 321.

WHEREAS, the Senate of the Philippines, by its Resolution No. 51, adopted on May 10; 1948, has given its 
concurrence to the approval and acceptance by the President of the Republic of the Philippines of the Constitution of 
the World Health Organization and the Protocol concerning the Office International d’Hygiene Publique; 

NOW, THEREFORE, be it known that I, Elpidio Quirino, President of the Republic of the Philippines, do hereby 
proclaim and make public, in pursuance of the aforesaid concurrence of the Senate of the Philippines, the approval 
and acceptance for his Government of the Republic of the Philippines of the Constitution of the World Health 
Organization and the Protocol concerning the Office International d’Hygiene Publique, which was signed for the 
Republic of the Philippines in New York City, United States of America, on July 22, 1946, a certified copy of which 
is hereto attached, to the end that the same and every article and clause thereof may be observed and fulfilled with 
good faith by the Republic of the Philippines and the citizens thereof.

GRANTING AMNESTY TO THE LEADERS AND MEMBERS 
OF THE HUKBALAHAP AND THE PKM 

WHEREAS, the principal leaders and many of the members of the associations known as Hukbalahap and 
Pambansang Kaisahan ng mga Magbubukid (PKM), who have heretofore lived beyond the pale of the law, have 
voluntarily presented themselves with their arms and ammunition to the agents of the law; 

WHEREAS, they recognize the authority of the Government of the Republic of the Philippines and its duly 
constituted officers and agents, and have pledged loyalty and obedience to them, so that they may enjoy the rights 
and the protection under the Constitution; 

WHEREAS, the return of these dissident and recalcitrant elements of our population to their homes and the 
resumption by them of their lawful pursuits or occupations as loyal and law-abiding citizens will accelerate the 
rehabilitation of this war-devastated country, restore peace and order, and secure the welfare and happiness of their 
communities ; 

WHEREAS, to achieve such a desirable result without loss of time, efforts, and blood, it is deemed necessary, just, 
and wise for the Government to forgive, and forego the prosecution of the crimes of rebellion, sedition, illegal 
association, assault upon, resistance, and disobedience to persons in authority, and/or illegal possession of firearms, 
which the said dissidents have committed prior to the date of this proclamation: 

NOW THEREFORE, I, Elpidio Quirino, President of the Philippines, in accordance with the provisions of Article 
VII. section 10 paragraph (6) of the Constitution, do hereby declare and proclaim an amnesty in favor of the leaders 
and members of the associations known as Hukbalahap and Pambansang Kaisahan ng mga Magbubukid (PKM) who 
have committed the crimes of rebellion, sedition, illegal association, assault upon, resistance, and disobedience to 
persons in authority, and/or illegal possession of firearms; Provided, however, That this amnesty shall apply only to 
those of said groups of persons who have presented themselves with all their arms and ammunition and to those who 
shall have presented themselves with all their firearms and ammunition to the duly constituted authorities of the 
Republic of the Philippines within twenty days from the date this proclamation is concurred in by the Congress.

WHEREAS, under this Agreement the Philippines is assured of a steady supply of flour until 1952 amounting 
annually to 170,000 metric tons of wheat equivalent to 122,400,000 kilograms of flour, which amount represents 
fairly accurately the normal requirement of the Philippines; 

WHEREAS, Article XX of the aforesaid Agreement provides that it shall be subject to formal acceptance by the 
signatory governments and that the instruments of acceptance shall be deposited with the Government of the United 
States of America; and

concurrence to the acceptance by the President of the Republic of the Philippines of the International Wheat 
Agreement;

NOW, THEREFORE, I, Elpidio Quirino, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the authority vested in me by 
law, do hereby designate and set aside the period from August 19th to September 19th, 1948, as Anti-Tuberculosis 
Month, and authorize the Philippine Tuberculosis Society to conduct a national fund and educational drive during 
said period. I call upon all citizens and residents of the Philippines irrespective of nationality or creed to assist in this 
humanitarian campaign by giving generously so that we may keep this dreadful disease under control. I authorize all 
the treasurers of provincial, city, and municipal governments as well as school officials to accept, for the Philippine 
Tuberculosis Society, voluntary contributions and donations and to issue official receipts therefor.

WHEREAS, it is imperative that this campaign be further intensified in order to achieve self-sufficiency in food in 
the shortest time possible; 

WHEREAS, in order to attain this objective, it is necessary to focus national attention to the unstable food situation 
still obtaining in the country by designating a day on which all the people may devote their time, thought and 
energies to helping in the solution of the acute food problem; 

NOW, THEREFORE I, FJpidio Quirino, President of the Philippines, do hereby proclaim Saturday, October 2, 
1948, National Food Production Day and call upon all inhabitants and civic and religious organizations of the 
Philippines to undertake the production of more foodstuffs and to carry out effectively the aims of the Food 
Production Campaign now being waged all over the country. All should redouble their efforts in the production or 
raising of the essential food crops, vegetables, fruits, fowls, pigs and fish. Owners of all vacant or idle urban ormral 
lands should plant or cause to be planted said lots to food crops or devoted to some form of food production. I call 
particularly upon all officials and employees of the national, provincial and municipal governments and 
government-owned or controlled corporations to lead in the practical observance of the day. The Secretary of 
Agriculture and Natural Resources, who is the General Manager of the National Food Production Campaign, is 
empowered to make complete arrangements to insure a successful celebration.

WHEREAS, the Congress of the Philippines, concurring in Proclamation No. 76, dated June 21, 1948, which grants 
amnesty to leaders and members of the Hukbalahap and the Pambansang Kaisahan ng mga Magbubukid (PKM), 
authorizes and consents to the extension by the President of the Philippines for not exceeding one month when said 
body is not in session of the period of twenty days therein prescribed; 

WHEREAS, the period fixed in Proclamation No. 81, dated July 15, 1948, within which the leaders and members of 
the Hukbalahap and the Pambansang Kaisahan ng mga Magbubukid (PKM) may present themselves will expire at 
midnight tonight; and 

WHEREAS, it is desired to give the leaders and members of the Hukbalahap and the Pambansang Kaisahan ng mga 
Magbubukid (PKM) all the opportunity to take advantage of the benefits afforded to them by Proclamation No. 76, 
dated June 21, 1948: 


NOW, THEREFORE, I, Elpidio Quirino, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the authority vested in me by 
Concurrent Resolution No. 39 of the Congress of the Philippines, dated June 25, 1948, do hereby extend up to and 
including the 15th day of August, nineteen hundred and forty-eight, the period fixed, in the Amnesty Proclamation 
for the leaders and members of the Hukbalahap and the Pambansang Kaisahan ng mga Magbubukid (PKM).

WHEREAS, on June 10, 1942, the Philippine Commonwealth adhered to the declaration by the United Nations, 
subscribing to the common program of purposes and principles embodied in the Atlantic Charter and the joint 
declaration made by the President of the United States and the Prime Minister of the United Kingdomon August 14, 
1941; 

Whereas, at the United Nations Conference on International Organization held in San Francisco, to which all the 
signatories to the foregoing declaration were invited to participate, the Philippines was among the fifty-one nations 
that signed the Charter of the United Nations ; 

WHEREAS, the United Nations was established to maintain international peace and security, to develop friendly 
relations among nations, to achieve international co-operation in the solution of various international problems and 
to harmonize the aims of nations in the attainment of these ends; 

WHEREAS, Resolution 168(11) adopted by the General Assembly of the United Nations declared October 24 as 
United Nations Day to “be devoted to making known to the peoples of the world the aims and achievements of the 
United Nations and to gaining their support for the work of the United Nations”; 

Whereas, the Republic of the Philippines, fully conscious of the important role which the United Nations plays in 
binding the nations of the world in a spirit of brotherhood for the attainment of everlasting peace and security in 
order to save the succeeding generations from the scourge of war and in order to bring the United Nations closer to 
the people, desires, in conformity with the terms of the above cited resolution, to join with the other Member States 
in observing fittingly the day set aside for it; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, Elpidio Quirino, President of the Philippines, hereby proclaim October 24 as United 
Nations Day and call upon all our citizens, all national, provincial and municipal officials, all teachers in public and 
private schools and all other elements in this country, public orprivate, local or foreign, to give their support and co- 
operation in order that the aims of the United Nations Day may be carried out successfully.

EXTENDING COPYRIGHT PRIVILEGES AND PROTECTION 
TO CITIZENS OF THE UNITED STATES 

WHEREAS, it is provided by an Act of the Philippine Legislature, Act No. 8134, entitled “An Act to protect 
intellectual property,” otherwise known as the Copyright Law of the Philippines, approved March 6, 1924, as 
amended by Republic Act No. 76, approved October 21, 1946, that the copyright secured by the Act shall extend to 
the work of a proprietor, who is not a citizen of the Philippines, only upon certain conditions set forth in section 10 
of the Act, to wit: 

“(a) When an alien proprietor shall be domiciled within the Philippine Islands at the time he makes application for 
copyright; or 

“(b) When the foreign state or nation of which such proprietor is a citizen or subject grants, either by treaty, 
convention, agreement, or law, to citizens of (the United States or of) the Philippine Islands the benefit of copyright 
protection substantially equal to the protection secured to such foreign proprietor under this Act; or 

“(c) When such foreign state or nation is a party to an international agreement which provides for reciprocity in the 
granting of copyright and that (the United States or) the Philippine Islands moy become a party thereto.” 

WHEREAS, the Act of Congress, approved July 30, 1947, (61 Stat. 652) entitled “An Act to Codify and Enact into 
Positive Law Title 17 of the United States Code, entitled ‘Copyright'”, provides that the copyright secured by the 
said Act and the benefits under section 1(e) thereof, as to which special conditions are imposed, shall extend to the 
work of an author or proprietor who is a citizen or subject of a foreign state or nation, only upon certain conditions 
set forth in section 9 of the Act, to wit: 

“(a) When an alien author or proprietor shall be domiciled within the United States at the time of the first 
publication of his work; or 

“(b) When the foreign state or nation of which such author or proprietor is a citizen or stibject grants, either by 
treaty, convention, agreement, or law, to citizens of the United States the benefit of copyright on substantially the 
same basis as to its own citizens, or copyright protection, substantially equal to the protection secured to such 
foreign author under this title or by treaty; or when such foreign state or nation is a party to an international 
agreement which provides for reciprocity in the granting of copyright, by the terms of which agreement the United 
States may, at its pleasure, become a party thereto.” 

WHEREAS, satisfactory official assurances have been received that, on and after October 21, 1948, pursuant to the 
aforementioned Act of Congress, approved July 30, 1947, (61 Stat. 652), citizens of the Philippines are entitled to 
obtain copyright protection for their works in the United States which is substantially equal to the protection 
afforded by the copyright laws of the Philippines and which is afforded on substantially the same basis as to the 
citizens of the United States; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, Elpidio Quirino, President of the Philippines, do hereby declare and proclaim; 

That on and after October 21, 1948, the conditions specified in section 10 ( b ) of the aforementioned Act No. 3134 of 
the Philippine Legislature of March 6, 1924, do exist and are fulfilled in respect of the citizens of the United States 
and that on and after October 21, 1948, citizens of the United States shall be entitled to all the benefits of the said 
Act; 



Provided, That the enjoyment by any work of the rights and benefits conferred by the said Act shall be conditional 
upon compliance with the requirements and formalities prescribed with respect to such works by the copyright laws 
of the Philippines .

MAKING PUBLIC THE TREATY OF FRIENDSHIP BETWEEN THE REPUBLIC OF THE PHILIPPINES AND 

THE SPANISH STATE. 

WHEREAS, a Treaty of Friendship between the Republic of the Philippines and the Spanish State designed to 
strengthen further the bond of friendship now happily existing between themin a manner befitting their historic and 
cultural ties, was concluded and signed by the respective plenipotentiaries of the two Governments at Manila, on 
September 27, 1947; 

WHEREAS, in its Resolution No. 47, adopted on April 14, 1948, the Senate of the Philippines concurred in the 
making of the said Treaty of Friendship, with a reservation which is quoted as follows: 

“ Resolved , That the Senate of the Philippines concur, as it hereby concurs in the Treaty of Friendship between the 
Republic of the Philippines and the Spanish State which was concluded and signed at Manila on September twenty- 
seven, nineteen hundred and forty-seven, with the understanding, that nothing in the Treaty shall be constmed as 
affecting, altering, amending or repealing any of the existing constitutional provisions, statutes or laws, of the 
Republic of the Philippines prohibiting aliens, or limiting or regulating their rights to acquire, possess, and dispose 
of movable or immovable property, to establish and maintain schools ofleaming, to reside and travel, and to engage 
in trade, industry, and other pursuits.” 

WHEREAS, the said Treaty has been duly ratified and confirmed by the President of the Philippines subject to the 
interpretation of the Treaty placed by the Philippine Government in an exchange of notes between the Republic of 
the Philippines and the Spanish State, dated April 7, 1948, and April 12, 1948, respectively, and to the reservation in 
the resolution of concurrence of the Philippine Senate, quoted above; 

WHEREAS, the said Treaty has been duly ratified on behalf of the Government of the Spanish State; 

WHEREAS, the instruments of ratification of the said Treaty of the two Governments were exchanged at Manila, 
Philippines, on the 25th day of July, 1948; and 

WHEREAS, the said Treaty shall enter into force on the exchange of instruments of ratification; 

NOW, THEREFORE, be it known that I, Elpidio Quirino, President of the Philippines, have caused the said Treaty, 
with the instruments of ratification and the exchange of notes annexed thereto, to be made public to the end that the 
same and every article and clause thereof may be observed and fulfilled with good faith by the Republic of the 
Philippines and the citizens thereof.

WHEREAS, a Treaty of Friendship and General Relations between the Republic of the Philippines and the Italian 
Republic, designed to strengthen the relations of amity and good understanding which happily exist between the two 
countries, was concluded and signed by the respective Plenipotentiaries of the two Governments at Rome, on July 
ninth, nineteen hundred and forty-seven; 

WHEREAS, the Senate of the Philippines, by its Resolution No. 50 adopted on May 4, 1948, concurred in the 
making of the said Treaty of Friendship and General Relations, subject to a reservation, as follows: 

“ Resolved , That the Senate of the Philippines concur, as it hereby concurs, in the Treaty of Friendship and General 
Relations between the Republic of the Philippines and the Italian Republic which was concluded and signed at 
Rome on July ninth, nineteen hundred and forty-seven, with the understanding, that nothing in the Treaty shall be 
construed as affecting, altering, amending or repealing any of the existing constitutional provisions, statutes, or laws, 
of the Republic of the Philippines prohibiting aliens, or limiting or regulating their rights to acquire, possess, and 
dispose of movable or immovable property, to establish and maintain schools of learning, to reside and travel, and to 
engage in trade, industry, and other pursuits.”

The first paragraph of Proclamation No. 103, dated November 12, 1948, is hereby amended to read as follows: 

“Upon the recommendation of the Secretary of Agriculture and Natural Resources, and pursuant to the provision of 
section 83 of Commonwealth Act No. 141, as amended, I hereby exclude from the operation of Proclamation No. 
414, series of 1931, and reserve for agricultural plantation purposes, under the administration of the National Abaca 
and Other Fibers Corporation, subject to private rights, if any there be, and to the conditions that the disposition of 
the timber and other forest products therein shall be under the administration and control of the Bureau of Forestry 
and that no portion of the area shall be devoted to agricultural purposes unless certified by the Bureau of Forestry 
that the land is not needed for forest purposes, a parcel of land situated in the municipal districts of Capalong and 
Tagum, Province of Davao, Island of Mindanao, bounded on the north, by public land; on the east, by public land; 
on the south, by property of the Davao Penal Colony; and on the west, by public land, and more particularly 
described as follows: 

Beginning from a point marked 1 on the plan and which is equivalent to M.B.M. No. 18 of Tagum cadastre

WHEREAS, the first Saturday of July of each year is the day which organized cooperative movement in the world 
dedicates to the strengthening of the ties that unite the cooperators in the different countries as a manifestation of the 
high degree of organization that characterizes the cooperative movement.

GRANTING AMNESTY TO THE LEADERS AND MEMBERS OF THE BATANGAS UPRISING WHICH 

COMMENCED ON NOVEMBER 19, 1949. 

WHEREAS, on November 19, 1949, a number of citizens, headed by Francisco Medrano, took up arms in the 
Province of Batangas against the Government in the mistaken belief that they had just grievances against the duly 
constituted authorities which could be redressed by armed resistance; 

WHEREAS, by resorting to arms the said persons have committed serious crimes against public order which are 
defined and penalized under the Revised Penal Code as rebellion, sedition and disloyalty; 

WHEREAS, criminal charges have been filed in court against a number of the rebels but the fact that such uprising 
was motivated by the belief that the leaders and members thereof had just grievances against the duly constituted 
authorities is not a valid defense under the laws of the Philippines; 

WHEREAS, Francisco Medrano and some participants in the above-mentioned uprising, who have for sometime 
lived beyond the pale of the law, have voluntarily presented themselves with their arms and ammunitions to the 
agents of the law, recognized the authority of the Government of the Republic of the Philippines and the duly 
constituted officers and agents thereof, and have pledged loyalty and obedience to the same so that they may enjoy 
the rights and protection guaranteed by the Constitution; 

WHEREAS, the return of the rebels to their homes and the resumption by them of their lawful pursuits or 
occupations as loyal and law-abiding citizens will accelerate the economic development and rehabilitation of the 
country, restore peace and order and promote the welfare and happiness of the people in general; and 

WHEREAS, to achieve such a desirable result, without further loss of time, efforts and blood, it is deemed 
necessary, just and wise for the Government to forgive, and forego the prosecution of said rebels for the crimes of 
rebellion, sedition and disloyalty. 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, Elpidio Quirino, President of the Philippines, in accordance with the provisions of Article 
VII, section 10, paragraph 6, of the Constitution, do hereby declare and proclaim an amnesty in favor of Francisco 
Medrano and the individuals who participated with him in the Batangas uprising forthe crimes, of rebellion, sedition 
and disloyalty, as defined and penalized under the Revised Penal Code, subject to the condition that the rebels shall 
surrender to the Constabulary authorities in the Province of Batangas, together with their arms and ammunitions, 
and other military equipment and supplies, within fifteen days from the date of the concurrence by the Congress of 
the Philippines in this proclamation. Cases now pending in court against the said rebels for the crimes herein 
mentioned shall proceed in accordance with legal procedure without regard to this proclamation, but the accused 
therein may set up as defense the amnesty herein granted.

I also 
authorize all national authorities and teachers to accept, for the Boy Scouts of the Philippines and the Girl Scouts of 
the Philippines, fund-raising responsibilities and urge them to give active support and leadership in their respective 
communities.

WHEREAS, the Philippine National Red Cross is the body corporate and politic created and officially designated 
under Republic Act No. 95 as the voluntary organization to assist the Republic of the Philippines in discharging the 
obligations set forth in the Geneva Red Cross Convention, to which the Republic adhered on February 14, 1947, and 
to perform other duties incumbent upon a national Red Cross Society; 

WHEREAS, the Philippine National Red Cross, despite its financial limitations and inadequate resources, has 
established a distinguished record by contributing to the health, welfare and safety of our people, through its 
Disaster Relief Service, Blood Program, Home Service, Nursing Service, Junior Red Cross, First Aid and Life 
Saving, and is effectively serving the Filipino soldiers and their dependents, as well as veterans and hospitalized 
members of our Armed Forces ;

WHEREAS, the objectives of the said Agreement are to assure supplies of wheat to importing countries and to 
guarantee markets to exporting countries at equitable prices; 

WHEREAS, the Senate of the Philippines, by its Resolution No. 12, adopted on February 15, 1950, has given its 
concurrence to the acceptance by the President of the Philippines of the International Wheat Agreement, with the 
understanding that nothing contained in the Agreement shall be construed as in any way curtailing or abridging the 
right, authority and discretion of the Philippine Government to distribute and allocate among the private importers in 
the Philippines the guaranteed purchases of the Philippine Government; 

WHEREAS, the said Agreement was duly accepted by the President of the Philippines, subject to the understanding 
contained in the resolution of concurrence of the Senate of the Philippines and the instrument of acceptance of the 
Government of the Republic of the Philippines embracing the said understanding, was deposited with the 
Government of the United States of America on February 27, 1950; and 

WHEREAS, pursuant to Article XX of the Agreement, the said Agreement will come into force with respect to the 
Government of the Republic of the Philippines on the date of deposit of its instrument of acceptance, to wit, on 
February 27, 1950;

open for signature in the, English and French languages at Washington, D. C., until April 15, 1949, and had been 
signed by the authorized representatives of forty-two countries, including the Philippines, to the end that the same 
and every article and clause thereof may be observed with good faith by the Republic of the Philippines and the 
citizens thereof.

MAKING PUBLIC THE TREATY OF FRIENDSHIP BETWEEN THE REPUBLIC OF THE PHILIPPINES AND 

THE FRENCH REPUBLIC. 


WHEREAS, a Treaty of Friendship between the Republic of the Philippines and the French Republic, designed to 
strengthen the ties of friendship by which the two countries are united, was concluded and signed by the respective 
Plenipotentiaries of the two Governments at Paris, on June 26, 1947; 

WHEREAS, the Senate of the Philippines, by its Resolution No. 49, adopted on May 4, 1948, concurred in the 
making of the said Treaty of Friendship, subject to the following reservation: 

“RESOLVED, That the Senate of the Philippines concur, as it hereby concurs, in the Treaty of Friendship between 
the French Republic and the Republic of the Philippines which was concluded and signed at Paris on June twenty- 
six, nineteen hundred and forty-seven, with the understanding, that nothing in the treaty shall be constmed as 
affecting, altering, amending or repealing any of the existing constitutional provisions, statutes, or laws, of the 
Republic of the Philippines prohibiting aliens, or limiting or regulating their rights to acquire, possess, and dispose 
of movable or immovable property, to establish and maintain schools ofleaming, to reside and travel, and to engage 
in trade, industry, and other pursuits.” 

WHEREAS, the said Treaty has been duly ratified and confirmed by the President of the Philippines subject to the 
reservation in the resolution of concurrence of the Philippine Senate, quoted above; 

WHEREAS, the said Treaty has been duly ratified by the Government of the French Republic; 

WHEREAS, the instruments of ratification of the two Governments were exchanged at Baguio, Philippines, on 
April 19, 1950; and 

WHEREAS, it is stipulated in the said Treaty that it shall enter into force on the date of the exchange of the 
instruments of ratification. 

NOW, THEREFORE, be it known that I, Elpidio Quirino, President of the Philippines, have caused the said Treaty, 
a certified copy of which is hereto annexed, to be made public to the end that the same and every article and clause 
thereof may be observed and fulfilled with good faith by the Republic of the Philippines and the citizens thereof, 
subject to the aforesaid reservation.

WHEREAS, the well-being, peace and prosperity of the nation demand that its productive forces be husbanded and 
maintained at the highest possible level; 


Whereas, this can be accompanied only if labor and capital work harmoniusly together under terms and conditions 
satisfactory to both and consistent with the public interest and welfare; 


WHEREAS, the ends of democracy and free enterprise can be served best if labor and capital are allowed to 
compose their mutual problems, reach an understanding on their respective rights and obligations freely and 
voluntarily and with the least government intervention; and 


Whereas, a labor-management conference designed to lay the foundations of industrial peace will be held on July 
24, 1950, to last for ten days; 


NOW THEREFORE, I, Elpidio Quirino, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the powers vested in me by law, 
do hereby declare the period from July 24 to 29, 1950, as Industrial Peace Week. I call upon all the chambers of 
commerce, trade bodies and business organizations, all industrial and business executives, and all duly organized 
labor organizations and trade unions and their leaders to send their representatives to the labor-management 
conference to be held beginning July 24, 1950, and to give their full support and cooperation thereto. I also call upon 
the government offices and public officials concerned to lend all the assistance necessary to insure the success of the 
conference.

WHEREAS, these acts of sedition, insurrection and rebellion consisting of armed raids, sorties and ambushes and 
the wanton acts of murder, rape, spoilage, looting, arson, planned destruction of public and private buildings, and 
attacks against police and constabulary detachments, as well as against civilian lives and properties, as reported by 
the Commanding General of the Armed Forces, have seriously endangered and still continue to endanger the public 
safety; 

WHEREAS, these acts of sedition, insurrection and rebellion have been perpetrated by various groups of persons 
well organized for concerted action and well armed with machine guns, rifles, pistols and other automatic weapons, 
by reason whereof there is actual danger of rebellion which may extend throughout the country; 

WHEREAS, one hundred leading members of these lawless elements have been apprehended and are presently 
under detention, and strong and convincing evidence has been found in their possession to show that they are 
engaged in rebellious, seditious and otherwise subversive acts as above set forth; and 

WHEREAS, public safety requires that immediate and effective action be taken to insure the peace and security of 
the population and to maintain the authority of the Government;

Governments a program cohering the nature and form of the assistance and cooperation which the Government of 
the United States would have to extend to the Government of the Philippines; to enact tax legislation and to adopt 
such other measures as will insure the financial stability of the Government of the Republic of the Philippines. 

All persons entitled to sit as members of the Congress of the Philippines are requested to take notice of this 
proclamation.

WHEREAS, the peoples of the United Nations have reaffirmed in the Charter their faith in fundamental human 
rights, in the dignity and worth of the human person, and in the equal rights of men and women; 

WHEREAS, recognition of the inherent dignity and of equal and inalienable rights of all members of the human 
family is the foundation of freedom, justice and peace in the world”; 

WHEREAS, Member States have pledged themselves to achieve international cooperation in promoting universal 
respect for and observance of human rights and fundamental freedoms for all without distinction as to race, sex, 
language or religion; and 

WHEREAS, grave developments in international relations make it imperative that Human Rights Day be fittingly 
observed; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, Elpidio Quirino, President of the Philippines, do hereby proclaim December 10, 1950, as 
Human Rights Day and call upon all our citizens, all national, provincial and municipal officials, all teachers in 
public and private schools, and all other elements in this country, public or private, local or foreign, to publicize the 
text of the Universal Declaration of Human Rights and to cause it to be disseminated, displayed and expounded.

WHEREAS, the objects of the American Circulating library Association of Manila in organizing its library were to 
provide free public library service not only to the United States soldiers and sailors stationed in the Philippines but 
also to all residents of Manila, whether permanent or transient, and of whatever race or nationality, and to extend 
that service to the outlying communities in the Philippine Archipelago; 

WHEREAS, to insure the stability and proper maintenance, extension and intension of that service, the American 
Circulating Library Association of Manila, through its Board of Tmstees and Executive Board, offered to convey all 
the interest in its books and other resources, in trust to the Government of the Philippines, the trust to be 
administered under legislative control by the said government; 

WHEREAS, the Philippine Government, through legislative enactment, accepted that generous offer on March 4, 
1901; 

WHEREAS, the opening of the American Circulating Library of Manila to the general public, its conveyance by its 
Board of Trustees and Executive Board to, and its official acceptance, in tmst, by the Philippine Government, 
marked the beginning of the modem popular library movement in the Philippines; 

WHEREAS, the progress of this movement, totally paralyzed by the devastations of the last war, has received new 
vigor and impetus, through generous rehabilitation aids fromthe American people and the enactment of progressive 
public library laws, in general recognition of the potent role of public libraries in popular education and the 
enhancement of democratic culture and international understanding among our people; and 

WHEREAS, it is fitting and proper that the fiftieth anniversary of this movement be nationally observed, beginning 
with the celebration of the National Book Week, so that the significance of this far reaching event in this country 
may be clearly understood and preserved in the memory of our people; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, Elpidio Quirino, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the authority vested in me by 
law, do hereby designate the period from December 5 to December 31, 1950, as the period of the “Golden 
Anniversary of the Modem Public Library Movement in the Philippines,” and authorize the Philippine Library 
Association and the Bureau of Public Libraries jointly to sponsor the celebration of this memorable event and to 
conduct a national library drive during the said period. I call upon all citizens and residents of the Philippines 
whatever race, nationality or creed to join in this national celebration and to assist in the national library drive by 
giving generously, so that the usefulness of public libraries in the promotion of popular education, democratic ideals, 
and international understanding among our people may be further enhanced. I authorize all the treasurers of 
provincial, city and municipal governments as well as public library officials to accept, for the Philippine Library 
Association and the Bureau of Public Libraries, voluntary contributions and donations in the form of cash or 
publications and to issue official receipts therefor.

I also authorize all national authorities and teachers to accept for the Girl Scouts of the Philippines, 
fund-raising responsibilities and urge them to give active support and leadership in their respective communities.

WHEREAS, the Philippine National Red Cross is the body corporate and politic created and officially designated by 
Republic Act No. 95 as the voluntary organization to assist the Republic of the Philippines in the latter’s fulfillment 
of obligations set forth in the Geneva Red Cross Convention, to which the Republic adhered on February 14, 1947, 
and to perform other duties inherent in a national Red Cross Society; 

WHEREAS, in the faithful and efficient performance of its humanitarian mission over the years, the Philippine 
National Red Cross has contributed greatly to the amelioration of the sufferings ofthousands of our people affected 
by national calamities through its disaster relief service ; to the advancement of the health, welfare and safety of 
countless others through its blood program, nursing service and safety service; and to the improvement of the lot of 
Filipino soldiers and their dependents, including veterans and hospitalized members of our Armed Forces, through 
its home and military welfare service;

I authorize all 
national, provincial, city, and municipal government officials and school authorities to accept, for the Philippine 
National Red Cross, fund-raising responsibilities and urge them to give active leadership in their respective 
communities.

MONTH” AND AUTHORIZING THE PHILIPPINE TUBERCULOSIS SOCIETY TO CONDUCT A NATIONAL 
FUND AND EDUCATIONAL DRIVE DURING THE SAID PERIOD. 


WHEREAS, although considerable progress has been achieved in containing the ravages of tuberculosis in the 
Philippines through the unrelenting efforts and activities of the Philippine Tuberculosis Society in cooperation with 
the Government, this disease continues to be a great menace to the health of the nation; 

WHEREAS, the prevention and control of this scourge must necessarily, be a gradual process fromyearto year, for 
which reason it is imperative that facilities be made available not only to maintain the commendable work already 
accomplished but also to make possible the progressive diminution of the mortality and incidence from tuberulosis 
with the end in view of ultimately stamping out this malady; and 

WHEREAS, for the attainment of these objectives, which are aimed to promote the health and welfare of the people, 
the Philippine Tuberculosis Society should get all possible support and cooperation to enable it to carry out 
its mission more effectively and extensively;

TERMINATING THE STATE OF WAR WITH GERMANY 

WHEREAS, on December 11, 1941 the United States of America declared that a state of war existed between the 
United States and Germany; 

WHEREAS, by virtue of the relationship existing between the Commonwealth of the Philippines and the United 
States of America the Philippines acquired a belligerent status at the moment the state of war was declared between 
the United States and Germany; 

WHEREAS, before December 11, 1941, the Philippine Army was inducted into the service of the Armed Forces of 
the United States of America; 

WHEREAS, on June 14, 1942, the Philippines became a signatory to the Declaration by the United Nations, 
otherwise known as the Allied War Pact, and thereby pledged to employ its full resources, military or economic, 
against the common enemies and promised not to make separate peace or armistice with any of them; 

WHEREAS, the three Western Occupying Powers, namely, the United States, the United Kingdom and France 
agreed in September, 1950 to proceed with domestic measures required to terminate the state of war with Germany 
and expressed the hope that other countries will take similar action; 

WHEREAS, the aforementioned occupying Powers have ‘suggested that the Philippine Government, if it is still at 
war with Germany and agrees to the desirability of terminating the state of war with that country, might wish to 
coordinate its timing of such action with those of the three occupying Powers; 

WHEREAS, the three occupying Powers, in agreeing to proceed with domestic measures to terminate the state of 
war between themselves and Germany have assumed that: 

(1) Neither the Occupation nor the supreme authority in Germany of the occupying Powers is dependent upon the 
continuance of a state of war; their status in Germany rests upon the complete defeat of Germany and the 
assumption of supreme authority rather than upon the rights of belligerents occupying enemy territory in time of 
war; 

(2) Termination of a state of war should not be given a form such that it might be interpreted as a separate peace 
settlement with Western Germany; termination by domestic action in no way prejudices a peace settlement; 

(3) Domestic measures by France, the United States and the United Kingdom terminating a state of war will apply to 
the whole of Germany and to all German nationals. 

WHEREAS, recent developments in world affairs have made it desirable that the state of war with Germany should 
be terminated in order to integrate the German people into the community of the peace-loving peoples of the world; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, Elpidio Quirino, President of the Philippines, upon the recommendation of the Secretary of 
Foreign Affairs, have, on this date and in coordination with the action of the Allied Powers, sent a message to the 
Congress of the Philippines recommending the approval of a resolution terminating, for domestic purposes, the state 
of war between the Philippines and Germany as of July 9, 1951, without prejudice to the conclusion hereafter of a 
formal peace settlement with Germany. In view hereof, all administrative agencies of this government are hereby 



enjoined to refrain from any action which night impair the projected temination of the war as of this date, pending 
appropriate action by the Congress of the Philippines.

Having found thay the explosion of Mt. Hibok-Hibok and the recent typhoon “Amy have not only wrought death 
and havoc among the inhabitants of Camiguin Island, in the Province of Misamis Oriental, in the Province of Samar. 
Leyte Cebu, Iloilo, Antique, Capiz Negros Occidental, Negros Oriental, Bohol, Romblon and Masbate, and in the 
Cities of Calbayog, Cebu, Dumaguete, Bacolod, Iloilo and Roxas, but also threaten them with famine and epidemic, 
I, Elpidio Quirino, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the powers conferred upon me by section 1 of Act No.

by me in pursuance of Republic Act No. 509, as amended.

CALLING THE CONGRESS OF THE PH IL IPPINES TO 
A SPECIAL SESSION 

Whereas, the public interest requires that the Congress special session in order to consider urgent legislative 
measures; 

Now, therefore, I, Elpidio Quirino, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the powers vested in me by the 
Constitution, do hereby call the Congress of the Philippines to a special session for a period of six days commencing 
at ten o’clock in the morning of the twenty-third day of June, nineteen hundred and fifty-two, to continue the 
consideration of the following measures: 

1. H, B. No. 2903. — An Act appropriating funds for operation of the Government of the Republic of the Philippines 
during the period from July first, nineteen hundred and fifty -two, to June thirtieth, nineteen hundred and fifty -three, 
and for other purposes. 

2. H. B. No. 8124. — An Act appropriating additional sumof Thirty -three million seven hundred fifty thousand seven 
hundred fifty pesos for “Counterpart Fund” to carry out the purposes of Republic Act Numbered Six hundred and 
four. 

3. H. B. No. 3125. — An Act appropriating funds for Public Works. 

4. Senate Resolution concurring in the Japanese Peace Treaty 

5. H. B. No. 2591. — An Act to amend section five of Republic Act Numbered Six hundred thirteen, otherwise 
known as the Export Control Act (Re extension of its effectivity up to December 31, 1954.) 

6. H. B. No. 3116. — An Act to amend sections one and four of Republic Act Numbered Six hundred one, entitled 
“An Act to inpose a special excise tax on foreign exchange sold by the Central Bank of the Philippines and its 
agents.” 

l.H. B. No. 3128 . — An Act to amend section three of Republic Act Numbered Six hundred, entitled “An Act to 
prescribe a graduated scale for the income taxon corporations by an amending sections twenty -four and fifty-four of 
Commonwealth Act Numbered Four hundred and sixty-six, otherwise known as the National Internal Revenue 
Code, as amended, and for other purposes.” 

8. A bill extending the law increasing the rates of individual income tax (R. A. No. 590).

NOW, THEREFORE, I, Elpidio Quirino, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the powers vested in me by the 
Constitution, do hereby extend up to July 5, 1952, the period of the special session of the Congress of the 
Philippines authorized under Proclamation No. 320, dated June 9, 1952, for the purpose of considering the following 
bills as well as tike measures listed in said Proclamation which have not yet been finally passed by the Congress: 

1. H. B. No. 3153. — An Act granting the Philippines International Fair, Inc. a franchise to occupy and use the 
Wallace Field and Sunken gardens in the City of Manila, to hold, conduct and operate an international fair and 
exposition. 

2. H. B. No. 3145. — An Act exempting from taxes, custom duties or charges all articles which shall be brought or 

imported from foreign countries into the Philippines for the sole purpose of exhibition or display at any fair or 
exposition of the arts, science, and industries. 

3 .A bill entitled: An Act appropriating: funds for the operating expenses of the Board of Tax Appeals and the 
Philippine Information Council created respectively under Executive Order Numbered Four hundred one A, dated 
January fifth, nineteen hundred and fifty-one and Executive Order No. 348, dated September 29, 1950, as amended 
by Executive Order No. 371, dated November 20, 1950, and forotherpurposes. 

4. H. B. No. 3130 — An Act to appropriate funds for the acquisition, construction, maintenance, and operation of 
medical, fire-fighting, crash, rescue stations, equipment and other facilities needed by airports, and for other 
purposes. 

5. H. B. No. 3143. — An Act appropriating funds for the holding of the second regional conference on trade 
promotion under the auspices of the Economic Commission for Asia and the Far East and the United Nations 
Technical Assistance Administration from February 16th to 26th, 1953.

PROCLAMATION NO. 336 

WITHDRAWING FROM SETTLEMENT EXCEPT BY HOMESTEAD OR PURCHASE IN SMALL PARCELS 
PUBLIC LANDS LOCATED ALONG PROPOSED ROAD PROIECTS IN THE ISLAND OF MINDANAO. 


Pursuant to the provisions of Section Eighty-three of Commonwealth Act Numbered one hundred and forty-one, as 
amended, commonly known as the Pub he Land Act, I hereby with draw from settlement, except as hereinafter 
provided, all lands of the public domain suitable for agricultural purposes, located within a strip six kilometers wide 
on each side of the following proposed roads: namely the Zamboanga-Pagadian Road in the Province of 
Zamboanga; the Davao-Agusan Road in the Provinces of Davao and Agusan; the Labungan-Tupi in the Province of 
Cotabato; and the Malabang-Maranding Road in the Province of Lanao. As soon as the public lands alone these 
roads shall have been classified as alienable and disposable and subdivided into farm lots of not more than ten (10) 
hectares each in area, and residential sites are subdivided into convenient-sized lots, any qualified individual may 
acquire by purchase or homestead not more than one farm lot and purchase not more than one residential lot. The 
disposition oflots within these areas shall be without prejudice to existing rights.

I also enjoin the Secretary of Education to see to it that each pupil and teacher, both in public and private schools, 
plant trees and plants on their respective school grounds and homes; the Secretary of Public Works and 
Communications to have the parks and roadsides planted with trees and plants; and the provincial governors and 
municipal and city mayors to lead the citizens and residents in their respective community in tree planting.

WHEREAS, the Government is determined to solve the country’s traffic problems with a view to minimizing 
accidents and the resultant loss of human lives and property; and 

WHEREAS, to achieve this objective, it is necessary that the National Traffic Commission conduct an educational 
campaign by issuing leaflets, posters, and banners and setting up billboards or signboards designed to emphasize the 
necessity of observing traffic safety mles and regulations; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, Elpidio Quirino, President of the Philippines, do hereby declare the period fromlanuary 19 
to 25, 1953, as Traffic Accident Prevention Week and designate the National Traffic Commission to take charge of 
all activities for the effective observance of the week.

Upon the recommendation of the Secretary of Agriculture and Natural Resources, and pursuant to the provisions of 
section 83 of Commonwealth Act No. 141, as amended, I hereby withdraw from sale and settlement and reserve for 
agricultural settlement subject to private rights, if any there be, and to future classification and final survey and to 
such conditions and restrictions as may be imposed in accordance with the Forest Law and Regulations, the 
following described parcel of land, excluding Communal Forest Parcels I, II and III and Communal Pasture Parcel II 
of Tanay; Communal Forest Parcel II of Antipolo; Communal Forest Parcel V of Teresa; Communal Forest Parcel I 
of Baras; Communal Forest Parcels I and II of Morong and Alienable and Disposable Block II, Project No. 28, 
Tanay, Rizal, and such portions thereof as shall be segregated and delimited by the Bureau, of Forestry as timber 
lands under its control and administration, of the public domain situated in the municipalities of Tanay and 
Montalban, Province of Rizal, Island of Luzon, to wit: 

From comer 1, which is the intersection of the provincial boundary of Bulacan, Rizal and Quezon, S. 4° E., 16,700 
meters following the provincial boundary of Rizal and Quezon to comer 2; thence S. 31° 00' E., 23,350 meters 
following the said provincial boundary to comer 3; thence following the provincial boundary of Rizal Laguna, 
southwesterly direction about 10,900 meters to comer 4; thence following the boundary of alienable and disposable 
block I, project No. 28, of .Tanay, Rizal, in a general northwesterly direction about 17,600 meters to comer 5;

INTEGRAL PARTS THEREOF, SUBJECT TO A DECLARATION. 


WHEREAS, the Convention on Road Traffic with its ten Annexes forming integral parts thereof was concluded and 
signed at Geneva, Switzerland on September 19, 1949, by the authorized representative of the Philippines, subject to 
a declaration made in accordance with paragraph 1 of article 2 of this Convention, excluding Annex 1 from its 
application with respect to the Philippines; 

WHEREAS, the Senate of the Philippines by its Resolution No. 88, adopted on May 5, 1952, concurred in the 
ratification of the aforesaid Convention in accordance with the Constitution of the Philippines; 

WHEREAS, the said Convention was duly ratified by the President of the Philippines, and the instrument of 
ratification thereof was deposited with the Secretary-General of the United Nations on September 15, 1952; 

WHEREAS, the said Convention entered into force for the Philippines on October 15, 1952; 

NOW, THEREFORE, be it known that I, Elpidio Quirino, President of the Philippines, in pursuance of the aforesaid 
concurrence of the Senate of the Philippines, do hereby make public the Convention on Road Traffic with its ten 
Annexes forming integral parts thereof, subject to a declaration excluding Annex 1 from its application with respect 
to the Philippines, a true copy of which is hereto attached, which was concluded at Geneva on September 19, 1949, 
to the end that the same and every article and clause thereof may be observed and fulfilled with good faith by the 
Republic of the Philippines and the citizens thereof.

WHEREAS, the Philippine National Red Cross, the body corporate and politic created and officially designated by 
Republic Act No. 95 to assist the Republic of the Philippines in the latter’s fulfillment of obligations set forth in the 
Geneva Red Cross Convention and to perform other duties inherent in a national Red Cross society, has no regular 
source of income to discharge its functions and responsibilities, except the voluntary contributions obtained through 
personal solicitation campaigns conducted by its chapters as prescribed in its Charter; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, Elpidio Quirino, President of the Philippines, do hereby declare the period from February 
14 to March 31, 1953, as the time for the Sixth Annual Fund Campaign of the Philippine National Red Cross, and I 
call upon all citizens and residents of this country, regardless of nationality or creed, as well as upon all public- 
spirited organizations and associations to support this campaign and to give generously of their means, time and 
personal services in furtherance of the aims and purposes of the Philippine National Red Cross. 

I authorize all national, provincial, city and municipal government officials and school authorities to accept, for the 
Philippine National Red Cross, fund-raising responsibilities and urge them to take active leadership in their 
respective communities.

DECLARING THE EFFECTIVITY OF REPUBLIC ACT NO. 832, ENTITLED “AN ACT TO REGULATE THE 
SALE, EXCHANGE, OR DELIVERY OF HOME POUNDED, UNDERMILLED, MILLED OR POLISHED 
RICE, AND PROVIDING PENALTY FOR VIOLATION THEREOF,” IN THE PROVINCES OF BATAAN AND 

TARLAC. 


WHEREAS, section 10 of Republic Act No. 832, entitled “An Act to regulate the sale, exchange, or delivery of 
home pounded, undermilled, milled or polished rice, and providing penalty for violation thereof,” provides that said 
Act shall take effect upon the proclamation of the President of the Philippines when the Secretary of Health certifies 
that the province orprovinces and cities concerned have already the facilities necessary to implement the law; and 

WHEREAS, the Secretary of Health certifies that the Provinces of Bataan and Tarlac are now adequately provided 
with the necessary facilities for the implementation of Republic Act No. 832; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, Elpidio Quirino, President of the Philippines, pursuant to the authority vested in me by 
section 10 of Republic Act No. 832, do hereby proclaim that said Act shall take effect in the Provinces of Bataan 
and. Tarlac thirty days after the date hereof.

WHEREAS, a Convention to replace the International Convention for the Safety of Life at Sea, 1929, was 
concluded and signed at London on June 10, 1948, by the authorized representatives of thirty countries, including 
the Philippines; 

WHEREAS, the Senate of the Philippines, by its Resolution No. 94, adopted on May 20, 1952, concurred in the 
acceptance by the President of the Philippines of the aforementioned International Convention for the Safety of life 
at Sea in accordance with the Constitution of the Philippines; 

WHEREAS, the said Convention was duly accepted by the President of the Philippines, and the instrument of 
acceptance thereof was deposited with the Government of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland on October 2, 1952, in accordance with the provisions of Article XV thereof; and 

WHEREAS, the said Convention entered into force for the Philippines on November 19, 1952; 

NOW, THEREFORE, be it known that I, Elpidio Quirino, President of the Philippines, in pursuance of the aforesaid 
concurrence of the Senate of the Philippines, do hereby make public the International Convention for the Safety of 
Life at Sea, a true copy of which is hereto attached, which was concluded and signed at London on Lune 10, 1948, to 
the end that the same and every article and clause thereof may be observed and fulfilled with good faith by the 
Republic of the Philippines and the citizens thereof.

WHEREAS, in a democracy like the Philippines, in order that an intelligent public opinion may be formed, it is 
necessary that the people be kept constantly informed about the policies and achievements of the Government; 


WHEREAS, under Article XIV, section 5, of the Constitution, the education of all the people, young and adult, is 
one of the primary concerns of the Government; and 

WHEREAS, it was in or about the second week of September, 1898, that the first public schools were established in 
the Philippines after the American occupation on August 13, 1898, and at that time, there were already established 
private schools; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, Elpidio Quirino, President of the Philippines, do hereby declare the second week of 
September of each year as “Education Week”, during which period vital information about the objectives, work and 
accomplishments of the public and private schools may be disseminated among the people. 

This proclamation supersedes Proclamation No. 123 dated April 22, 1949.

A DECLARATION CONCERNING THE PROTECTION OF CULTURAL PROPERTY IN CASE OF ARMED 

CONFLICT. 

The Government of the REPUBLIC OF THE PHILIPPINES, 

Convinced that the loss of work of cultural importance is a spiritual impoverishment, not only for the nation 
possessing it but for the entire international community; Recognizing that, through the development of the technique 
of warfare, cultural property is in increasing danger of destruction, and that it is the duly of all States to take steps to 
safeguard it from the risks of destruction in the event of armed conflict; 


Guided by the principles established in the Hague Conventions of 1907 and in the Washington Convention of 15 
April 1935, concerning the protection, during armed conflict, of cultural property; 


Recognizing the importance of the action undertaken by UNESCO in order to arrive at an international convention 
on this subject, 


Hereby declares, pending the entry into force of such a Convention, its willingness to conform with the following 
mles: 


ARTICLE 1 


The Government signing the present Declaration considers that it is the duty of every State to organize the 
protection of cultural property, situated within its territory, against the destmction which may occur in the event of 
armed conflict. 

Cultural property shall be deemed more especially to mean; 

(a) property, movable or immovable, public or private, constituting monuments of art or history: works of art; 
historical documents; precious books; scientific collections; 

(b) all buildings whose main and effective purpose is to house the movable objects mentioned under (a); 

(c) monumental sites of outstanding importance. 


ARTICLE 2 


The signatory Government agrees to take all reasonable precautions to spare cultural property in the course of all 
military operations. With regard to immovable cultural property, the Government will abstain, as far as practicable, 
from using it and its surroundings for purposes likely to expose it to attack. 

ARTICLE 3 

The signatory Government undertakes to issue to its armies such recommendations and instructions as may secure 
respect for cultural property, without regard to the nationality of such property, and to take such steps as may be 
necessary to prevent the looting or damaging thereof. 



ARTICLE 4 


The signatory Government undertakes to refrain from any acts of hostility directed against any refuges that a 
Government may have organized to shelter movable cultural property threatened by military operations, provided, 
however, that such refuges 

(a) are situated at a distance from the most likely theatres of military operations; from any probable military 
objectives; from any main line of communication, and from any large industrial centres; 

(b) are not used, directly or indirectly, for military purposes; 

(c) are communicated to the Director General of UNESCO. 

ARTICLE 5 

The signatory Government declares its readiness to consider, with any other Government, special agreements 
concerning special measures for the protection of certain cultural property, the safeguarding of which is of 
exceptional importance for the international community. 

ARTICLE 6 

1. The signatory Government considers it desirable that protecting marks be affixed to the refuges designated in 
Article 4 and to certain immovable cultural property which is not, in any circumstances, to be used directly or 
indirectly for military purposes, and in whose vicinity there are no installations which night be regarded as military 
objectives. 

2. The above-mentioned mark shall take the form of a light blue triangle inscribed in a white disc. The location and 
visibility of the protecting marks shall be left to the discretion of the military authorities. 

ARTICLE 7 

The signatory Government will affix protecting marks in accordance with the provisions of Article 6, and will take 
steps to prevent any abuse of protecting marks in the territories under its authority. 

ARTICLE 8 

1. In the event of foreign military occupation, the authorities of the occupied territory shall bring to the notice of the 
occupying troops the immovable cultural property of which the preservation is the concern of the entire international 
community. 

2. In the event of military occupation- of foreign territory, the national staff appointed to preserve and guard cultural 
property shall be retained in their employment, unless there is some legitimate reason for their dismissal. They shall 
be protected at their places of duty, and in the course of any journeys they may have to make when accompanying 
cultural property, by the safeguards necessary for the performance of their duty. 

3. In the event of military occupation of foreign territory, the authorities responsible shall, after consultation with the 
competent national staff, take all necessary steps for the preservation of cultural property which may be damaged. 
Such measures shall not, however, except with the full agreement of the competent staff, be other than strictly 
preservation. 


ARTICLE 9 



The signatory Government agrees that cultural property shall be immune from reprisals. 


ARTICLE 10 


The signatory Government reserves the right to make observance of the rules set forth in Articles 1 to 8 conditional 
on reciprocal treatment from the opposing party. Should this condition not be fulfilled, the signatory Government 
will request the Director-General of UNESCO to set up an International Commission to verify the acts of which the 
opposing party is accused and which are alleged to be in breach of the principles set forth in the present Declaration. 

ARTICLE 11 


Should the signatory Government consider itself no longer in a position to comply with the foregoing provision, it 
will immediately inform the Director-General of UNESCO.

The signatory Government requests the Director-General of UNESCO to communicate the text of this Declaration to 
all States,

WHEREAS, the privilege of the writ of habeas corpus as regards the crimes of sedition, insurrection or rebellion, 
and all other crimes and offenses committed in furtherance or on the occasion thereof, or incident thereto, or in 
connection therewith, was suspended throughout the country under Proclamation No. 210 dated October 22, 1950; 

WHEREAS, the suspension of the privilege of the writ of habeas corpus has been lifted in a number of provinces 
where conditions of peace and order have so improved as to warrant such action; and 

WHEREAS, the dangers to the national security and the; disturbances to public order and safety which impelled the 
total suspension of the privilege of the writ of habeas corpus have been minimized, if not altogether eliminated, 
attested by the statement to that effect of the Chief of Staff, Armed Forces of the Philippines, who recommends that 
the privilege of said writ be now fully restored throughout the country; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, Elpidio Quirino, president of the Philippines, by virtue of the powers vested in me bylaw do 
hereby lift the suspension of the privilege of the writ of habeas corpus in all provinces and cities of the Philippines 
where up to this date such suspension has not been lifted, and, accordingly, I do hereby revoke Proclamation No. 
210, dated October 22, 1950.
